ban been giving full vent to bis wrath against 
the President, and his threats of a déchéanee 
have carried terror into the ranks of the admln- 
istratioa and great joy into the tents of the 
democracy. 
They who have looked upon 
Sumner as an agent of Beelzebub now And him 
transtormod into an angel of light, while they 
who have regarded him as a model of radical 
heroism now denounce him as a traitor. 
Carl 
Schura, after leading off against General Grant 
on the Missouri elec'áon, is delighted to play 
the bottle holder to Sumner on St. Domingo. 
PatlersoB, of New Hampshire, and Tipton, of 
Nebraska, stand by Sumner on the test vote, and 
twenty other republican Senators, including 
Feuton, are among the missing. 
Wliat does 
all this mean? 
Is it the beginning of a 
destructive political cyclone, or a black squall 
which will soon blow over? There is mischiof 
in the wind and in the gathering clouds East, 
West and South. 
Suddenly those questions— 
What can General Grant do with this unman 
ngeable republican 
party? 
What can the 
republican party do with General G ran t?- 
divert the American inlud, even from tho tre 
mondoiiB issues involved in the present siege 
of Paris and all the politieal oompiications of 
Europe. 
The movements of the party engineers on 
lioth sides for the uext Presidency are becoming 
very iuteresllug. 
The republicans are de­ 
moralized, and some of their most trusted 
leaders and most skilful managers ara work 
ing for a now deal or a now party ; but still 
the party has a common ba.se of operations la 
General Grant and liis administration.

A month ago, 
flushed witli the great success of another elec­ 
tion of their Governor, Tammany haile l her 
champion, Hoffman, as the coming man for 
the next democratic nomination, certain and 
sure; but now, from the growling democracy 
of the West tho Sachems recoil and wish it 
to be understood that Hoinn m is not their 
ultimatum and that they do not intend even to 
press bU claims if objectiuaabls to the great 
Western wing of the party. 
General Grant is again in the Wilderness. 
Will he be able t® push forward, or bo com­ 
pelled to fail back? Massachusetts is per- 
ple.xed with the defection of Sumner; Mis­ 
souri is lost by the bolt ef Brtwn and Schurz; 
Virginia, Tennsssee and North Carolina have, 
by similar divisions, been given over to the 
enemy, and now Gsorgia follows suit, and by 
a vote which indicates tho speedy recovery of 
the vrhole South by the democratic party. 
Nor is this all; for while the Chicago Tribune, 
hitherto a sort of Red Cloud or Spotted Tail 
among the radical tribes of the West, is now 
among the bolters on “ revenue reform,” the 
New York Tribune, the Marplot of its party 
in the Empire State, proclaims that it is too 
soon by at least a year to talk of General 
Grant’s superior claims as the rcpnblican can­ 
didate for the succession.

Tho Western “revenue reform" bolters, they 
say, have been coquetting with Senator 
Trumbull, of Illinois, 
and Gratz Brown, 
Governor elect of Missouri, in view of a 
candidate for tho new party of the Chicago 
Tribune, and Trumbull, like Barkis, “is wil­ 
lin’,” and so is Brown, provided tho demo­ 
cracy will como over.

This, In fact, was foreshadowed by our cor­ 
respondent writing from Lo Mans a few days 
ago, and wlio.se letter was sent by cable spe­ 
cially to the U e r . v l o . 
Nor will such retire­ 
ment be necessarily a compulsory retrograde 
movement. 
Gbauzy’s plan evidently is to 
move as far north as he possibly can, so that he 
may relieve Bonrbaki’s forces from the danger 
of un attack following the sudden junction of the 
two German armies oi>erating in the vicinity of 
the Loire. 
Besides, if Chauzy succeeds in his 
flank movement, and throws his army in a 
position northwest ®f Paris, ho will virtually 
cover Havre and Gliorbourg, and will be 
heavily reinfbrced by the forces gathered to 
defend those cities. 
Meanwhile, with General 
Faidherbe keeping Hanteiitfol employed near 
Amiens, BourbakI, who is certainly the ablest 
olDcer now in the French service, may suc­ 
ceed in forcing bis way to Fontainebleau, or 
by a vigorous ofiTensive movement c»’epel 
the Germans to concentrate against him, and 
thus give Chauzy a chance lo push on to St. 
Denis or some point on the west of Paris. 


Ttae Rlrliinond DUaster. 
The Spolswood Hotel, in Richmond—the 
famous Spotswood which saw the brunt of 
our civil war and heard within its walls the 
serret consultations of the rebel chiofs in their 
days of glory and their days of disaster, which 
looked upon the numerous horrors that have 
so stricken that devoted city of disasters-has 
itself fallen before the demon of fire. 
It was 
discovered to be burning at two o’clock yes­ 
terday morning, and before daylight it was a 
smoking ruin, and at least seven human lives 
had rendered up their last accounts amid the 
crash of its failing timbers and the relentless 
fury of its flames. 
The details of the disaster 
are heartrending. Similar horrors ore familiar 
to the people of that unhappy city, for ihe 
wild terrors of the freshet last autumn, and 
of the State House disaster last spring, are 
still fresh in the memory of all of u s; but that 
this last calam ity-this cai>shcaf of the year’s 
catastrophes—should have fallen upon Christ­ 
mas Day—the festival day of all others through­ 
out the South—like a terrible extinguisher 
upon the merry-making of a people, is enough 
to make the soberest citizens of Ilichraond 
shake their heads in despair.

The destruction of estates by the 
insurgents for tho past two months has been 
very great, and is continuing, despite the efforts 
of the troops, and already hopes of a crop of 
any importance are gone. 
Our correspondent 
at Santiago de Cuba describes the depres­ 
sion in that city as more general, and for 
stronger reasons, than It has ever been since 
the breaking out of the insurrection, rianters 
have been compelled to abandon their places 
and bring their negroes into tewn. 
Himdreds 
of tho poorer country people are rushing 
thither, fearing to be encompassed within the 
insurgent lines, and killed if found there by 
the troops. Crowded in filthy tenements, large 
numbers are daily dying from starvation or 
from cholera, which has at length been added 
to tho dreadful mlsfortimeo of Cuba. If this hor­ 
rible state of things shall last for a year longer 
what will become of the Cubans? All parties, 
alike the adherents of the Spanish government 
and those of the insurrection, will be involved 
in the common ruia. 
Can the administration 
at Washington devise no plan that by interven­ 
tion or by medlalion shall put a happy eid to 
all this wretchedness and wrong ?

To nee a coffer­ 
dam or caisson, the only available methoil previo uily 
known, woe made Impossible on account of tbs tides, which 
would wreck any.hiiig of that nature placed there. The mud­ 
dy water prevented the operations of divers, and all other ex­ 
periments failed completely. Finally tbe present machine 
wee Invented, and it is absolutely new In every respect, set­ 
tling In Its well lrled work many points that before were 
open to orllloism.

Parties employed at the mills and manufactories 
on either side ul the river m this city were greailj 
astonished tins morning on discovering that 
llie good head of water flowing in the river 
last 
evening liad 
been 
reduced

Dy aome mysterious agency 
to

than 
tlie slack supply 
of 
midsummer, and 
in fact the water power of tlie river was almnst 
completely lost ior tue time. Little or no water was 
descending thorher, and the level above the first 
dam liad fallen three leet, when la.-t evening a con- 
eider.ibie body of water was pouring over the top of 
the clam and llie mill races running lull. In tlio 
harbor aud above the bridges no movement of tlio 
•nater was perceptible whero-quite asilff current 
prevailed ye-terdav, aud the ice commenced to 
lorm across Hie river. 
During tiie forenoon the river commenced to 
gather asalu slowly, but i; issiiil lar below the natu- 
ral level. No satisfactory explanation has yet 
been given of this rather startlingoccarrenee, whiclt 
seems to threaten the stability of the water power, 
which is the great element 01 our business prosper- 
ity. 
Some people ascribe it to a sudden freezing up 
of the tributary streams, others are speculating ou 
the probability of a quiet earthquake in some way 
brought about by the total eclipse of the sun wluca 
occurred this morning, aud whicn some pluluso- 
plieis have predicted wouM oe the cause of uuusuat 
convulsions of nature. But the phenomenon is sail

The Commumtv is to-dav as de- 
termined in carrying out those principles "as ever 
and the present prospect ia that it will yet prove 
that pure nnsectarlan communism is the best and 
happiest life. All tlie intestine troubles of ttie Com- 
munity took place when they were located at \au- 
voo, Hi., where a large parly, headed by Mr. Cabet, 
Dually seceded and wnt to Missouri, while the Com- 
munity dejacto removed to Adams county Iowa. 
Here thev experienced all tae trials and privations 
or a pioneer life, being the Hrst settlers of this countv 
but having purged themselves at Sauvoo of all in- 
competent aud unworthy persons they have never 
been troubled w.th "dishonest officials" since. The 
death of Mr. Montaldo, Instead or loosening the 
bonds of fraternity that hold them together, has 
drawn them closer, ana they are determined that 
nothing but death snail ever part them.

Confusion prevails in the republican camp. 


There has been something like a premonitory 
"West Indian hurricane in the Senate. 
Summer 


has boen giving full vent to his wrath against 
(he President, and his threats of a d6ch(ancf 
have carried terror into (he ranks of the admin- 
istration and great joy into the tents of the 
democracy. 
They who have looked upon, 


Sumner as au agent of Beelzebub now find him 
transformed into an angel of light, while they 
who have regarded him aa a model of radical 
heroism now denounce him as a traitor. 
Carl 


Sehurz, after leading on" against General Grant 
on the Missouri election, is delighted to play 
the bottle holder to Stunner on St. Domingo. 
Patterson, of New Hampshire, and Tipton, of 
Nebraska, stand by Sumner on the test vote, and 
twenly other republican Senators, including 
Fenton, are among the missing. What does 
all this mean? Is it the beginning of a 
destructive p»litical cyclone, or a black squall 
which will soon blow over ? There is mischief 
iu the wind and ia ths gathering clouds Bast, 
West and South. 
Suddenly these questions— 


What can General Grant do with this unman- 
ageable republican 
party? What can the 


republican party do with General Grant? — 
divert the American mind, even from the tre- 
mendous issues involved in the present siege 
of Paris and all the political complications of 
Europe. 


The movements of the party engineers on 


both sides for the next Presidency are becoming 
very interesting. 
The republicans are de- 


moralized, and some of their most trusted 
leaders and most skilful managers are work- 
ing for a new deal or a new party; but still 
the party has a common base of operations in 
General Grant and his administration. The 
democrats are hopeful, as usual, but they have 
no generally recognized head or platform and 
no base of operations but Tammany Hall, and 
Tammany is admonished from the West that 
she is oaly a local organization, 
with 


all her money and all her spoils. 
A 


month ago there was hardly a whisper from the 
republican camp against General Grant as its 
candidate for 1872, but now wo are warned 
that within the next two years the whole face 
of things may ba changed. 
A month ago, 


flushed wit!) the great success of another elec- 
tion of their Governor, Tammany hailel her 
champion, Hoffman, as the coming man for 
the next democratic nomination, certain and 
sure; but now. from the growling democracy 
of the West the Sachems recoil and wish it 
to ba understood that Hoffnwn is not their 
ultimatum and that they do not intend even to 
press his claims if objectionable to the great 
Western wing of the party. 


General Grant is again in the Wilderness. 


Will he be able to push forward, or be com- 
pelled to fal! back? Massachusetts is per- 
plexed with the defection of Sumner; Mis- 
souri is lost by the bolt of Brawn and Sehurz; 
Virginia. Tennessee and North Carolina have, 
by similar divisions, been Riven over to the 
enemy, and now Georgia follows suit, and by 
a vote which indicatss the speedy recovery of 
the whole South by the democratic party. 
Nor is this nil; for while the Chicago Triltvnc, 
hitherto a sort ol Hed Cknvl ot Spotted. Tail 
among the radicuJ (ri.'jea of tlie West, is now 
among the bolters on "revenue reform," the 
New Tort Tribunf. the Marplot of its party 
in the Empire State, proclaims that it is too 
Boon, by at least a year to talk of General 
Grant's superior claims as the republican can- 
didate for the succession. How is General 
Grant to extricata himself from this entangle- 
ment? He escaped from the jungle of the 
Rapidan by pushing straight through for Rich- 
mond, thus compelling the rebel Geneial to 
back out in order to save his communications. 
Now, however, Grant has not only the regu- 
lar democratic enemy in front to fight, but 
all these republican bushwhackers operating 
on his flanks and among his provision trains. 


The Western ''revenue reform"bolters, they 


say, have "been, coquetting 
with Senator 


Truinbull. of Illinois, and Gratz Brown, 
Governor elect of Missouri, in view of a 
candidate for the new party of the Chicago 
Triou'ne, and Trumbull, like Barkis, "is wil- 
lin'," and so is Brown, provided the demo- 
cracy will come over. Sumner. it is rumored, 
is really aspiring for the While House, and 
thinks that there will be an opening for him 
with the removal of Grant from the course. 
Penton, it ia suspected, deliberately meditates 
in '72 the independent dodge of Martin Tan 
Buren. of 3818 against the regular party can- 
didate, should that candidate be Grant, and 
all these mutineers have their followers. How 
is Grant to escape with a whole skia? How is 
the republican parly to escape a crushing de- 
feat from these divisions, factions and cliques 
operating for a new shuffle, cut and deal, and 
a scrub race ? We cannot tell. There is an 
arrnistiae at Washington, in the absence of 
Congress, among these clashing cliques and 
factions, till the 4th of Jjnuary, and, with the 
return of the two houses to business, even the 
wrath of Sumner may hove cooled down, and 
he may Ise ready for a compromise between 
St. Domingo and the Alabama claims. Secre- 
tary Fisb, it appears, at a dinner he gave the 
other evening to the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations, discovered that Sumner's • 
wrath was not implacable, inasmuch as he 
cordially fraternized over the wine and wal- 
nuts with Morton, the chosen champion 
of 
the 
President 
against 
Sumner 
in 


the Senate. 
In any event the troubles 


of General Grant, as the head of 
the 


republican church, and the dangers threatened 
his administration and his party, are very 
serious, 
and perhaps the best expedient 


towards a rectification of these discords, to 
begin with, would be a reconstruction of the 
Cabinet. 
Surely a Cabinet reconstruction, 


based upoa a new departure on Cuba or the 
Alabama claims, or both, dropping St. Do- 
mingo, would spike the guns of Snmner and 
shut up Trumbull, Carl Sehurz, Gratz Brown, 
Fentoa and all the other soreheads in the 
detached city of Strasbourg on the Rhine 
frontier. 


On the democratic side alt these late develop- 


ments of republican, discords are delight- 
ful. Without a chief or principle or platform 
or plan upon which to rally they are sure of 
the prize this time. But as their confidence 
increases the active jealousies between thia 
section and that section, this man, that man 
and the other, begin to appear. The demo- 
cracy of the West are advancing their cuinw, 
and they wi^-bo tilled with no longer. New 


York they consider safe with any man, and 
Hoffman will not do for Indiana. 
But why 


talk of any candidate for the democracy, 
when, under the two-thirds rule, aomo new 
man, wholly unexpected, may bo nomiiiatoi, 
after the fashion of Polk in 1814 and Pierce in 
1852? The only thing which app?ars to be cer- 
tain in this business is the fixed determination 
of the West against Governor Hoffman. 
It is 


evident tUat ho was brought out too soon, and 
that he must wait a little longer. 


Governor Hoffman, on the other hand, has, 


we may say, been officially withdrawn from 
the course by Tammany. The anti-Hoffman 
outcry from the West has caused tho S.icliems 
to spike their big gun and abandon the Presi- 
dential field. This, however, may ba only a 
ruse, like that of the positive, peremptory and 
three times repeated Presidential declination 
ofSaymour. No matter. The Western ''Pen- 
dloton Escort" iu the Tammany Convention of 
18GS learned the trick to their cost, and "a 
burnt child dreads the fire." The Western 
democrats, in short, are dead set upon taking 
their next Presidential candidate from the 
West, hit or miss, make or break, pink or 
swim. In 1SGO they wont down to Charleston 
with this resolution, and as the Southern oli- 
garchy would not have Douglas the West cut 
loose from the oligarchy and left thsm to pad- 
dle their own canoe into the rebellion. 
We 


may safely assume, therefore, that New York 
will have to give way to the West in 1872, or 
that there will be another democratic split and 
scrub race, as in ISGO. 
Seymour, in 1808, 


manifestly spoiled the cake for Hoffman in 
1872, and Tammany will probably make up 
her mind to hold him over for 1876. Is it not 
the gams of Tammany to look out for the oys- 
ters and to avoid quarrelling about the shells ? 
It is; and as it is, we incline to the opinion 
that the Sachems are sincere in their declara- 
tions concnrning Hoffman, though we fear tbis 
question, will not bs settled without a terrible 
rumpus between New York and the West. 


ChaiizT's Movements. 


The reported defeit of General Chauzy at 


Le Mans has not been confirmed and proba- 
bly will not be. 
At tho same time we are pre- 


pared to hear of his retirement to Alenjon. 
This, in fact, was foreshadowed by our cor- 
respondent -writing from Le Mans a few days 
ago, and whose letter was sent by cable spe- 
cially to the HEP-itD. Nor -will such retire- 
meat be necessarily a compulsory retrograde 
movement. 
Caauzy's plan evidently is to 


move as far north as be possibly can, so that he 
may relieve Bonrbaki's forces from the danger 
of an attick following the sudden junction of the 
two German armies operating in the vicinity of 
the Loire. Besides, if Caauzy succeeds in his 
fltnk movement, and throws his army ia a 
position norihwest of Paris, he will virtually 
cover Havre and Cherbourg, and will be 
heavily reinforced by the forces gathered to 
defend those cities. 
Meanwhile, with General 


Faidlierbe keeping Haatenffel employed near 
Amiens, Bourbaki, who is certainly tho ablest 
officer now in the French service, may suc- 
ceed in forcing his way to Fontaiaebleau, or 
by a vigorous offensive movement compel 
the Germans to concentrate against him, and 
thus give Cliauzy a chance to push on to St. 
Denis or some point on the west of Paris. 


The 
Kicljuiond Pi.<*n&tcr. 


The Spotswood Hotel, in Richmond—the 


famous Spotswood which saw the brunt of 
our civil war and heard within its walls the 
secret consultations of the rebel chiefs in their 
days of s;lory and their days of disaster, which 
looked upon the numerous horrors that have 
so stricken that devoted city of disasters—has 
itself fallen before th e demon of fire. It was 
discovered to be burning at two o'clock yes- 
terday morning, and before daylight it was a 
smoking ruin, and at least seven human lives 
had rendered up their last accounts amid the 
crash of its falling limbers and the relentless 
fury of its flames. The details of the disaster 
are heartrending. Similar horrors are familiar 
to the people of that unhappy city, for the 
wild terrors of the freshet last autumn, and 
of the State House disaster last spring, are 
still fresh in Iho memory of all of us; but that 
this last calamity—this capsheaf of the year's 
catastrophes—should have fallen upon Christ- 
mas Day—the festival day of all others through- 
out the South—like a terrible extinguisher 
npon the merry-making of a people, is enough 
to make the soberest citizens of Richmond 
shake their heads in despair. 


THE WAR NEWS.—The battle which opened 


so favorably for General Faidherbe at Noyon, 
on the 23d inst., is reported to have ended on 
the 2-lth with a complete defeat for him. The 
details are yet wanting: but the bare fact of a 
defeat appears to be fully sustained by tlie re- 
poits which have been received from various 
sources. Tours has been again entered by 
the German troops. 
The citizens of Chalons, 


like those of Kheims, have resisted the de- 
mands of the German garrison, but have bsen 
summarily suppressed and a cumber of lead- 
ing citizens have been sent to Germany as 
hostages.

And 
the spectacle presented yesterday of Catholic 
and Methodist, Episcopalian and Baptist, 
Presbyterian and Congregationalist, and all 
the other numerous sects of Christianity, 
ceasing for the day to disregard lite teachings 
of the Sermon on the Mount by searching care- 
fully for the motes in their brothers' eyes and 
uniting in praise of Christ—such a spectacle 
was indeed one to gratify the Christian and 
humanitarian.

citizen. They are, moreover, suggestive of a 
prodigious revolution occasioned by our late 
civil war.

Tho Dreadful M storm n«s of Cuba. 


The letters from Cuba which wo published 


yesterday exhibited what tho post Campbell 
might have recognizod as almost equal to his 
"bloodiest picture in the book of time." The 
newCiplain General, Yalmaseda, seems deter- 
mined himself to take tho field in a war of 
extermination, while the insurgents are no 
loss resolute in pursuing their policy of laying 
waste an island which used to be the garden of 
the world. The destruction of estates' by the 
insurgents for the past two months has been 
very groat, and is continuing, despite the efforts 
of the troops, and already hopes of a crop of 
any importance-are gone. Our correspondent 
at Santiago de Cuba describes the depres- 
sion in that city as moro general, and for 
stronger reasons, than it has ever been since 
the breaking out of the insurrection. Planters 
have been compelled to abandon their places 
and bring their negroes into town. Hundreds 
of the poorer country people are rushing 
thither, fearing to be encompassed within the 
insurgent lines, and killed if found there by 
the troops^ Crowded in filthy tenements, large 
numbers are daily dying from starvation or 
from cholera, which has at length bean added 
to the dreadful misfortunes of Cuba. If tbis hor- 
rible state of things shall last for a year longer 
what will bacome of the Cubans? All parlies, 
alike the adherents of the Spanish government 
and those of the insurrection, will be involved 
in the common ruin. Can the administration 
at Washington devise no plan that by interven- 
tion or by mediation shall put a happy end to 
all this wretchedness and wrong ?

that era is the executive session, when the galleries 
are cleared ana the spectators politely bat firmly 
banished- Tfc3 doors are then closea, and, with the 
exception of tla? Sergeaut-at-Arms sod the Chief 
Messenger aad executive clerks, no ons 13 permitted 
to witness the peculiar scene of confirming or re- 
jecting nominations- or regulating treaties with lor- 
eign Power?. 


Then the Senate besomes a family partyr happily 


released Irom the rigid propriety of entertaining 
company. Away goes dignity, decorum aud-gravity— 
cigars are lighted and amosed ad Milum, aud the 
secret public business is transacted very ranch-after 
the fashion of a social gathering, and Ireqi cectly 
upon the most approved piau of the free aud essy 
style of a Canterbury Hall. 


In executive session the Senators frequently qnar- 


rel, wrangle, backbite and snarl to a degree far 
exceeding the extreme violence displayed occasion- 
ally in the House of Representatives; and if the 
latter body be Justly characterized as a "bear 
garden," the Senate In secret session is certainly an 
entire menagerie and circus, witn a vast prepon- 
derance of the motley clowns over all other perform- 
ers.

It is pretty generally known that for some time oast tha 


extensive submarine ledge or rocks on either side of Gover- 
nor's Island known as Dlamonl Reef, which constitutes a 
most formidable and dangerous obstruction to thu naviga- 
tion of the East river at low tide, and even under the most 
favorable circumstances a «crlon» annoyance to the pilots of 
tbe port, la now being worked upon with a view of Its re- 
moval. It Is a tosft of great magnitude, but It Is being con- 
ducted under such excellent supervision, and was only started 
upon after many experiments, BO that those acquainted with 
the elaborate machinery la position and the mode of Us 
working are bold to proclaim that In time complete success 
will attend the effort. The general government and the 
State authorities have at Intervals made various surveys and 
proposed many plans to accomplish tha removal of the reef, 
bnt nothing really definite was done nnlil the Inauguration 
of the present plan of attack. Gen John Newton, at tho 
head of the United States Engineer corps, In charge of our 
harbor Improvements, had lon« felt very anxious to effect a 
needed remedy In this particular, and thus experimented on 
alargenumber of plans.
